Over the next few years I noticed that 
loosing boys after they were in Webelos for only si;: months 
or so. A problem surfaced in that Lynn was pulling the 
elastic on the boys underwear and releasing it. This occured 
at the den meetings as well as at summer camp. Lynn was 
advised that this practice would stop immediately. With no 
more complaints I assumed that it did. 

The problem of the boys quiting just before 
graduating from Webelos continued. Many talks with Lynn did 
not lead to a reason why the boys quit. Then in 1984, 
following the Webelos summer camp at Custal ogatown , a parent 
called me and indicated that their son has just made 
statements of what went on at summer camp. 

It was stated that while several boys were in the 
tent with Lynn, the discussion somehow centered on sex . A 
10 year old boy just does not start talking about sex . 
Appear en tl y the discussion lead to a complete explanation of 
how the sexual act was performed . That was not the t i me or 
pi ace for that type of i nf or mat i on to be gi ven to a boy by a 
nan parent . The boys were al so warned not to tell their 
parents about the discussion. As far as we have been able to 
f i ne out , Lynn has never touched a boy in a sexual manner , so 
it appears to be voyeur i sm. 

Once this came to 1 i ght , the pack commi ttee held an 
emergency meeting to discuss this problem. It was decided to 
rel save Lynn as a Web el os 1 eader but 1 eave him stay as a 
committee member. But several days later more information 
was obtained concerning the pack in that they* had a leader 
who did thing with boys. This presented to a credi t ab i 1 i ty 
factor for the pack . The orange sheets of paper encl osed i-s 
a copy of the emergency meeting and what was decided.

Lynn di d not seek any counci ling as he f el t that he 
did not have a problem. The committee did not press to ban 
h i m -From scout i ng except from the 1 ocal counc i 1 . Then with 
in the past year the president o-f the PTA called me and asked 
i f these stories were true because her son was on a campout 
with Lynn and that the swimming in the nude problem occured. 
She was upset especi al 1 y because of the ti me of year i t 
occured „ Boys will be boys, but when an adul t is present and 
en c our ag l ng thi s type of act i vi ty . Al so, she was not sure i f 
she wanted to run as presi dent of the PTA because Lynn was 
running as vice president, and she felt that it would be hard 
to work with him, knowing what she did. It appears that the 
probl em has not corrected i tsel f thi s i s why the commi ttee 
of our pack want to prevent him from ever bee ami nq a member 
i n the Boy Scouts o-f America, We may not be abl e to have hi m 
convi cted i n court , but we want to prevent him from working 
with boys and giving the BSA a bad name. 

When I reorganized this pack, the pack had a batd 
name, because o-f how the previous leaders operated the pack. 
It took several years to give i t a good name agai n . Two 
years a-Fter the above incident, which brings us to the 
present, a parent called me because she wanted to have her 
sons join Cub Scouts, but wanted to know- if I was a member of 
the PTA. The inference was there. She wanted to know if I 
was the scout 1 eader , now PTA member who ????? SO THE
